GENERAL PRACTICE REFORM 
ASSOCIATION 


The fourth annual general meeting of the General 
Practice Reform Association was held in London on May 17 
with its president, Dr. A. C. McLeish, in the chair. Atten- 
tion was drawn to the present unsatisfactory system whereby 
all three divisions of the Health Service play their part at 
different stages of the care of the expectant mother, with 
little or no co-operation between them. The need for a co- 
ordinated maternity service was emphasized. The meeting 
found it difficult to understand the logic of allowing a prac- 
titioner who was not on the obstetric list to practise mid- 
wifery on his own patients but considering him unfit to prac- 
tise it on patients of other doctors. 

The meeting expressed dissatisfaction with the present 
methods of declaring and filling practice vacancies. Among 
complaints received from members present, and from others 
by correspondence, were the appointment of relatively inex- 
perienced candidates when many more experienced ones had 


applied, the dispersal of practices of a size which might well 
provide a living for a doctor, prolonged delays in making 
appointments, asking of irrelevant and unfair questions, 
casual interviews, and failure to take up the references of 
short-listed applicants.

Drugs for Private Patients 


Sir,—In the memorandum of the Private Practice Com- 
mittee (Supplement, February 15, p. 67) the Committee does 
not agree that it would be necessary to identify or keep 
a running record of the private patients entitled to have 
drugs at public expense. They state that lists kept for this 
purpose would be bound to suffer from inflation to a much 
greater extent than N.H.S. lists, so that they could not 
achieve any useful purpose and would only waste money 
and labour. 

But, surely, whether a patient was registered on a private 
list or om a public list, the labour and risk of duplication 
would be the same and the extra expense of having two 
lists instead of one would be negligible. On the other hand, 
if there were no private lists and a patient could get free 
drugs on the prescription of any G.P. using the form for 
private patients, how could any practitioner be held respon- 
sible for the amount of free drugs a private patient re- 
ceived ? How could this amount be checked and how 
could the drug addict be prevented from abusing the 
scheme ? Another advantage of having private patients 
on private lists and not on the ordinary N.H.S. lists would 
be that the total numbers of the N.H.S. patients on doctors’ 
N.HS. lists would be diminished by a number equal to the 
total number of registered private patients. This would 
result in the global sum being divided into fewer parts in cal- 
culating the capitation fee, which would thus be prevented 
from falling, even if the increased earnings from private 
patients caused a diminution in the global sum. 

On these grounds it seems to me that the proposals of 
the Ministry of Health in this respect are preferable to 
those of the Private Practice Committee.—I am, etc.,

Young Practitioners and Medico-politics 


Sir,—Mr. Peter G. Wood's letter (Supplement, May 10, 
p. 244) was probably intended to raise the gall of all 
young doctors, but I am sure that it has not even given 
rise to a splutter of indignant denial, Apathy is only half 
the story. If ever a professional group of young people 
have reason to feel dismayed, cynical, and disillusioned, it is 
the doctors who have graduated in the last ten years. They 
have beheld the members of a “noble profession” acting 
without dignity (like a colonial country where rule is main- 
tained by dividing the people), and have seen a stimulating 
ideal in social welfare reduced to a petty, bitter confusion. 
It is no consolation to these young doctors to tell them 
that their plight merely represents the “undigested food” 
of the scheme’s teething problems. How many of our 
leaders (the ultimate goal of medico-politicians) have spoken 
to a young doctor waiting in line to collect his dole? I 
have. Have they any concept of the rancour in the hearts 
of young registrars and G.P.s, who have been educated at 
the country’s expense and have been forced to leave their 
homes, friends, and land of their birth to seek a living in a 
foreign country? This is not, I assure you, sentimental 
claptrap. In two years in the United States I spoke to 
dozens of these men and their families. Have the bureau- 
crats, who constitute our employers, any idea of the sense 
of futility experienced by a young doctor sitting down each 
week-end with the B.M.J. and writing off to a couple of 
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dozen G.P.s who want assistants, knowing that there are 
hundreds of others doing likewise? Many doctors are 
becoming more adept at duplicating their testimonials than 
they are at examining patients. How many hospital posi- 
tions, for example, are advertised in the medical press after 
the post has already been allotted? This is then followed 
by the ritual of the short-listing of applicants, the interview, 
and eventually the payment of candidates’ expenses and the 
duplicated “ regret unsuccessful ” letter. What has happened 
to human morality that can allow such a lack of profes- 
sional integrity ? 

The young doctors have passed beyond the stage of being 
angry. They are subdued, filled with a sense of futility 
or a fear of creating the impression that they are “ trouble- 
makers.” Any organization, if it is to succeed, must utilize 
its youth and allow them the freedom to grow, blossom, 
and express themselves. When the confidence of fhe younger 
element in the organization is lost, then its days are num- 
bered unless a radical change is instituted. Such a change 
must aim at making the whole scheme more fluid so that the 
fantastic complexity of factions must be allowed to find 
their own level and not be boxed into the rigid structure so 
pleasing to the mind of the unimaginative civil servant. 
It is to the credit of the Royal Commission that they have 
directed so much attention to the plight of the young doctors 

and to the discredit of many of those giving evidence 
that their replies have been so evasive.—I am, etc.,

Tax Deduction for Board and Lodging 


Str,—For the past year I have been trying to claim as an 
expense for income-tax purposes the board-and-lodging 
charges which I had to pay as a resident house officer, even 
though I maintained a home outside hospital for myself 
and my wife. I was stimulated by the report of a married 
registrar who had been successful in claiming accommoda- 
tion charges as an expense. He had had this allowed by 
the Commissioners, but the Inland Revenue had appealed to 
the High Court and later withdrawn their appeal. 

I received the following recently from the Inspector of 
Taxes: “I am now informed by my head office that, where 
a married medical officer of the National Health Service, 
who maintains accommodation for his wife where he lives 
when not on duty, holds a post on conditions which require 
him to live on the premises of the hospital in which he is 
serving to be on duty or on call 24 hours a day and not to 
leave the premises except when a deputy is provided for 
him, a deduction under paragraph 7, Ninth Schedule, 
Income Tax Act, 1952, may be allowed of the additional 
expense incurred by him for board and lodging in the 
hospital."—I am, etc.,
